The decision is so 
far-reaching in its effect

telegrams asking for further explana­ 
tion of its various features. 
Chairman 
Atkinson 
makes 
this 
statement: 
“The decision rendered yesterday 
in the Nevada case follows the deci­ 
sions of the supreme court in thi3 
state in the cases of St. Louis vs. 
Bell Telephone company, 96, Missou­ 
ri, and the State vs. Missouri and 
Kansas Telephone company, 1S9, Mis­ 
souri, 83, and section 5 of article 8 of 
the Missouri constitution. The power 
to regulate rates is a legislative func­ 
tion of the state and is now vested in 
the public service commission. 
The 
commission has jurisdiction to regu 
late all rates of all public service cor­ 
porations of the state. 
“The 
supreme 
court held in the 
two telephone cases that the legisla­ 
ture had not granted to either St. 
Louis or Kansas City the right to 
regulate rates. 
The 
cities 
cannot 
contract away from the 
state 
the 
right to regulate rates so that the 
public may not have a fair and rea­ 
sonable rate. 
All rates used in any 
franchise are under the police pow­ 
er of the state and subject to regula­ 
tion. 
Rate regulation is a govern­ 
mental function, which cannot be con­ 
tracted away under our constitution.”

ther did they freeze up or give me 
the least trouble.

In packing apples for market great 
care should be taken not to pull out 
the stem. An apple without a stem is 
not perfect 
In packing apples

boxes, as is the custom in the fruit 
growing districts of the west

northwest, the 
disgonal 
pack

used. 
The face of the box should be nail- I 
ed on first and all the apples packed j 
with the stem end towards the cover 
except the last layer which should

be packed with the stem end up, says 
the Farm and Home. 
The illustration 
shows the method. 
In packing the second and following 
layers, place the apples flat over the 
pocket in the preceding layer. 
The 
stem then drops into a pocket, avoid­ 
ing punctures and bruises on the low­ 
er layers. 
The method shown in the 
illustration is called the 3-S-5-5 meth­ 
od, the numbers referring to the num­ 
ber of apples packed in each dimen­ 
sion of the box. 
Such a box holds ISO 
apples.

person, corporation or municipality 
as ar<* unjust and unreasonable, arn* 
it lurther provides that the commis­ 
sion shall determine and prescribe 
( the just and reasonable acts and 
regulations 
to

served). 
“Section 09 of our law’ gives the 
commission power and jurisdiction to 
requirt* the replacement by defend­ 
ant of any machine which might be 
found 
defective or dangerous 
with 
one found to be adequate for such 
service. 
“Would not the same reason apply ( 
for giving the commission power and ! 
authority to remove an incompetent , 
employe, manager of public service j 
corporation where it w’as for the hest \ 
interest of the public? 
“There can bt* no doubt that the 
commission has full power and com­ 
plete authority and jurisdiction not 
only over public service corporations 
coming within its 
jurisdiction, 
but 
over its officers, agents, servants and 
employes and may order 
the 
dis­ 
charge of either after a hearing given 
the public service corporation either 
or. complaint or upon the motion of 
the commission. 
“Of course, the commission should 
wisely exercise such power and jur­ 
isdiction, but to deny such authority 
would take from the public one of 
tho essential protections and securi­ 
ty's sought to be given to it by tho 
legislature of the state hi the passage I 
of the public service law.

Owing to the

Columbia, Mo., Nov. 19.—Missouri 
farms show a shortage 
of 
all meat 
animals, but the 
s<vircity 
of stock 
will go far toward 
relieving condi­ 
tions brought about by a scant sup­ 
ply of feed. Seventy-one per cent of 
(he crop 
correspondents 
report 
a 
sufficient supply of 
corn 
and other 
feed to carry stock through an or­ 
dinary winter. Bluegrass, in the opin­ 
ion of many correspondents, was not 
permanently injured by the heat an* 
drought of the past 
summer. 
Th* 
condition of pastures throughout th? 
state is 76. There is now an abund- 
rnce of stock water. 
Hog's are scarce. As compared with 
an average year, the number of fat 
hogs or hogs on feed shows 67 per 
cent; brood sows, 73 per cent; fall 
pigs, 70 poi cent. As compared with 
one year ago, fat hogs 
or 
hogs on 
feed are 72 per cent; brood sows, 76 
per cent; fall pigs, 74 per cent. 
The cholera situation is not as had 
as it was one year ago. It is estimat­ 
ed that the prevalence 
of the dis­ 
ease is but 40 per cent as compared 
v.itll that time. 
Recent fluctuations in the market, 
coupled with the high price of corn. 
have caused many farmers to dispose 
of hogs which under more favorable 
conditions would have been given a 
longer feed. 
These same conditions 
I ave also sent a large 
number 
of 
brood sows to the fattening pen or 
to market. 
The number of cattle on feed 
as- 
compared with an average year is 55 
per cent; stockers on feed stuff, 68 
per cent; breeding cows, 79 per cert. 
As compared with cattle on farms 
one year ago, percentage shows, far 
cattle. 62; stocker 
or 
feeder stuff. 
71: breeding cows, 78. 
Sheep also show a shortage. 
An 
estimate places them at 75 per cent, 
as compared with number on farms 
for average year. 
In feeding, much corn will be 
plemented by mill stuffs, meal c*K^, 
mixed feeds and other similar pro­ 
ducts. It is estimated that the use of 
these feeds will show an increase of 
40 per cent over a year ago and 75 
per cent over five years ago. 
Stock that was sold on account of 
feed or water shortage brought good 
prices, and in 
most 
instances 
the 
best has been retained. 
Owing to 
the high price of corn, many farmers 
who ordinarily feed cattle 
will not 
do so now. Most all stock is going bi­ 
to the winter in good shape.
